TARIFF NEGOTIATIONS ENDED 


And Now the Chief Executive of the 


United States Is Anxious That Closer 


Trade Relations Be Established W ith 


the Dominion— Will Not Say Matter 


Is a Forerunner of Reciprocity. 


Washington. 
March 31.— Following 
the proclamation of a complete tariff 
agreement with Canada 
it was an­ 
nounced that President Taft has in­ 
vited Dominion government officials 
to a conference looking to closer trade 
relations between the two countries 
and to a general readjustment of du­ 
ties. 
The president's invitation to Can­ 
ada is included in an exchange of 
notes 
between 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Knox and the Dominion government. 
The note expresses satisfaction at the 
termination of tile tariff negotiations 
and advances the hope that the way 
has been opened for an early settle­ 
ment of ail the differences between 
the two governments, including the 
troublesome 
question of 
the water 
boundary line. 
The 
note 
then 
ex­ 
presses the belief that the time is ripe 
for a conference looking to the better- I 
ment of trade relations between the ! 
two countries. 
In discussing the m atter President 
Taft would not go so far as to say 1 
that the proposed conference is the I 
forerunner of reciprocity. 
W hat he 
hopes is that the conference may re­ 
sult in a complete readjustment of the 
tariff 
rates between 
the two coun­ 
tries, without either abandoning its 
national economic policy. 
The unofficial story of the negotia­ 
tions with Canada looking to the s e t ­ 
tlement announced, by which Canada 
is declared entitled to the minimum 
rates of the Payne-Aldrich law', is per­ 
haps more interesting than the spe­ 
cific announcement as to just what 
articles are included in the conces­ 
sions granted on either side. 


Anxious to Avoid Tariff War. 


President Taft from the first did not 
hesitate to let it lie known that lie | 
would go a long way to avoid a tariff 
war with Canada. 
It was the presi­ 
dent who took the initiative in invit- I 
ing Finance Minister Fielding to A l­ 
bany to discuss the* differences be- 
tween the* two countries. 
The ex­ 
change of * lews at Albany was such 
as to indicate that lienee was assured. 
The* charge that Canada was unduly ! 
discriminatory 
against 
the 
United 
States originally grew out of the Cana- ; 
dian treaty with France, w h e r e b y tin* 
latter country was given a reduction j 
of from 2 % to 5 per cent. 
President 
T aft did not take tile view that t h i s 
was 
discrim inatory. 
Inasmuch 
as 
France in return offered to Canada a 
sim ilar redaction of rates. The United 
States, never having offered conces­ 
sions tei Canada, Mr. Taft held, could 
not expect such preferential treatment 
on the other side. 
There stood in the way, how'ever, 
the fact that the reductions granted 
by Canada to France were automat­ 
ically applied to thirteen other coun­ 
tries included in Great Britain's “ fa­ 
vored nation” policy. 
This, the pri s- 
ident held. did amount to discrim ina­ 
tion against the United States. 
It was 
to offset this that 
the negotiations 
were begun and 
the president 
ex­ 
pressed himself as satisfied with tile 
outcome. 
President Taft made the proposition 
that Canada would be absolved from 
“ undue” 
discrimination 
against 
the 
United States if this country were 
given a 2% per cent reduction on tin* 
articles with which American firms 
compete with the “ favored nations" 
in the Canadian market. 
The Domin­ 
ion government finally agreed to this 
and it was on these terms that the 
settlement was reached.

Attention has been called in 
to a little British settlement

ous one. 
In recognition of the services which 
John 
Stuart, constable of Scotland, 
rendered to the French nation one of 
its kings, Charles V II., 500 years ago 
granted him a park in the forest of 
Ilautebrune and subsequently gave the 
Scotchmen whom he settled there the 
rigid also of feeding pigs and cutting 
j wood in the adjacent royal forest of 
Ailogny. 
They also were exempted

A trip in a type of air craft as lux­ 
urious and comfortable as an ocean 
liner and as safe as a Pullm an sleeper 
is the Jaunt promised for the near fu­ 
ture by Urofessor T. S. U. Lowe. Work 
on the tirst airship of its kind lias been 
begun at the factory in Pasadena, Cal., 
and as soon as it is finished the ex­ 
perts in arm y, navy and signal service 
corps w ill subject it to a series of 
tests.

sisted In skinning the creature, will 
be submitted to the American Bison 
society, which is collecting all availa­ 
ble data concerning the nearly extinct 
mammal. 
It was under Its auspices 
that he undertook the search. 


Nearly Six Feet High. 
The weight of the bison shot by Rad­ 
ford was LVB ill pounds; length of ho I 
and body to root of tall, 0 feet 7 
filches; height at shoulder, 5 feet 
0 
Incites; girth behind forelegs, 9 feet 9 
Indies; circumference of neck, 6 feet; 
circumference of muzzle behind nos­ 
trils. ’J feet 5 inches. 
Mr. Radford started on the expedi 
thai In February, 1909, with the ex 
press purpose of determining whether 
It was identical with the bison that 
used to roam the prairies in Yellow­ 
stone park, a thousand miles south, or 
whether it was a distinct subspecies. 
Arrived at Edmonton, Alberta, Mr. 
Radford 
re ma in oil until June I 
to 
study tin* habits of the rare animal 
he was seeking. 
Ile had made up his 
mind to devote at least :» year to the 
quest. 
Ile « Itta filed a special permit 
from the Canadian government sifter 
he had convinced the officials that his 
hunt was solely for scientific purposes. 
The hunter reached the timbered 
country about the Great Slave river 
late in Juno. and from then until he 
attained his object he was cut off 
from civilization. 
Ile descended the 
Mackenzie river lo its delta within the 
arctic circle, mapping and exploring 
the country as he went. 
He made a 
long search through tin* valley of the 
river, questioning Indians and making 
personal observations. 
Tin* hunt continued without inter­ 
mission from June to the last day of 
November without success. 
No game 
except that actually used for food was 
shot. 
From June, 19<i9. to January, 
1910, Mr. Radford walked im re than 
1,200 miles. 


Looked as Big as an Elephant. 
On the morning of Dec. I, when 
about fifty 
miles southwest of the 
small Hudson Bay post on Slave river, 
the hunter came across a trail that In­ 
dicated the proximity of an animal of 
extraordinary sizo. 
He and his guides 
were on snowshoes. 
The thermometer 
was IT degrees below zero, and its the 
day advanced the mercury fell still 
lower. 
The chase led oxer uneven 
hummocks aud was most exhausting. 
The quarry itself began to show fa­ 
tigue and enabled the party to get 
dost*. 
Mr. Radford was amazed when la* 
got it good view of tho immense bulk. 
In the gathering gloom it looked tis 
big as itu elephant. 
Carefully stealing 
to leeward, he got to a clearing where 
the view wats unobstructed. 
He Willi­ 
ed until he wits within sixty yards be­ 
fore In* sighted his rifle and fired. 
The bull turned as if to charge aud 
then lumbered off toward a dip In the 
snow. 
Mr. Radford tired again aud 
then a third aud it fourth time with 
his stool lined shells. Each bullet took 
effort. 
The bison ran 150 yards and 
then lurched over dead. 
The thermometer had been falling 
steadily, and it was necessary to tank • 
ii very rapid Inspection of the appear­ 
ance of the mouth, nostrils, tongue and 
other soft parts, so that accurate notes 
could be* made before they were stiff­ 
ened by death. 
When the tempera­ 
ture reached 4<> below zero Radford 
and his Indian helpers made for camp, 
six miles away, after covering the car­ 
cass with snow tit keep it from freez­ 
ing. 
By the light 
of the moon next 
morning at 3 o’clock the task of dis­ 
emboweling and skinning the animal 
was resumed. This was 
done in a 
tem perature of 37 degrees below and 
with the bare hands. 
Then tin* meas­ 
urements ami weights were recorded 
in the presence < f five witnesses all 
white men. 
The largest buffalo ever measured 
by a naturalist was an ('hi bull shot iii 
I SSG on the Montana plains by Wil­ 
liam T. Ilorntuluy. 
It was regarded 
as of abnormal weight, probably 2.100 
pounds. 
This is .‘too pounds less than 
the mammoth killed bv Mi*. Radford
